TIiIh colum n cam e acro ss a bit .of ringneck pheasant new s which 1 
should prove of in terest to sportsm en, especially groups or clubs that 
an n u ally stock these birds. Many tim es h u n ters ask w hat takes place 
am ong these popular upland birds in the wild during the non-shooting 
season. The resu lts of a study made by two university scientists may . 
ppuvu beneficial. 
Two university of Wisconsin zoologists who have made a study 
of the life history of the ringneck pheasant claim that w inter and early 
spring is the tim** the rooster pheasant selects ins harem To conduct 
their study the zoologists selected a m a rsh with a h ig h w inter popula­ 
tion of birds. T hey trapped :»s m ale and ITH fem ale p h ea sa n ts and 
banded them with ind ivi du al com binations of colored bauds 
T h e y r e ­ 
leased th* birds and se tiled back to watch from blinds with high-pow ered 
binoculars. 
T hey learned that in early w inter the birds divided into bunds of 
eith er liens or m ales and In* m ales and fem ales often fed together but 
w ere also often a p a rt as sep arate groups. Food was the m ajor source of 
friction between individuals d u rin g the cold m onths and there were some 
very clear cut lines us to who had first pickings at the food available. 
In the w inter the to us definitely got the short end of all the eating in 
com petition with the males, with the roosters having arra n g e m en ts 
am ong them selves b u d on aggressive abilities. At no time did the 
scientists ohs* rye a reversal of a onee-established aggression re t re a t 
relationship betw een two hi rd s. 
Spring and w arm er w eather produced som e changes in the social 
life of th** p h e a s a n t s As the bleeding season advanced there was a g ra d ­ 
ual increase ta antagonism between individuals of one sex and an a ttr a c ­ 
tion lad ween individuals of opposite sexes, instead of driving the hens 
from t lit* food the rooster began courting them instead.
